U.S. TAX ON ILLEGAL LIQUOR 
UPHELD IN COURT OF APPEALS 


Judges at Chicago Sustain $46,602 
Judgment Against Bootlegger 
Who Went to Prison. 

By the Aesociated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals up- 
held today the right of the Gov- 
ernment to levy taxes on illegally 
distilled liquor, sustaining a $46,602 
judgment awarded to the Govern- 
ment against Ugo Ferroni, bootleg- 
ger of Peru, Hi., who already has 
served an 18-month sentence at 
Leavenworth penitentiary for vio- 
lating the prohibition act. 

Ferroni’s counsel argued the tax 
assessment against him constituted 
a penalty and not a tax, inasmuch 
as he already had been convicted 
and had served time for violation 
of the prohibition law. 

But Judges Evans, Alschuler and 
Sparks upheld the Government's 
contention that Ferroni owed $46,- 
602 as a “true tax of production.”’ 
The tax was on the basis of $1.10 
a gallon on 42,365 gallons of illegal- 
ly distilled—iquor, and the Govern-

“Since it is clearly the intention 
of the British Governwhent not to 
grant the things we have asked, I 
must abandon co-operation with the 
Government and start again 
the campaign of non-violent non- 
co-operation.” 

Nothing’ but “terrible repression” 
in India can come out of the con- 
ference, he said, “but repression 
never has harmed a nation sailing 
toward its goal with fixed deter- 
mination.” 

“A reign of terror by the Govern- 
ment cannot kill the desire of mil- 
lians of Indians for their inde- 
pendenes,”’ said Gandhi.

Mr. Hoover asked questions con- 
cerning the association's proposals, 
and appeared to Robinson to have 
a thorough understanding of the 
situation. 

The proposals were put forward 
as a request by the short lines to 
be included “as a part of any plan 
he (President (Hoover) may _have 
for rehabilitating the credit of the 
railroads.””

In the first little village I came 
to there was a tiny general store, 
like a bicycle shed. I went in for 
some cigarettes. The loungers in- 
side kept a stony silence while I 
was waited on and followed me 
silently to the deor to watch me 
drivé away. 

At the deor of the car was a 
one-legged boy. I suppose he had 
been in some accident when he 
was very young, for his right eye 
was dead and he was an idiot. He 
hung on the door and begged for 
a “nick.” I gave him a quarter 
and he spun agound and hobblea 
back instantly into the store. 

Mining Camps Nightmarish. 

A mile further on the true min- 
ing camps begin. They are night- 
marish places. Even in the days 
when mines were prosperous and 
miners earning their $50 and more 
a week I do not see how they 
could have made these places 
habitable. 

They are like a blight on the 
hilisides, clusters of shacks and 
wastes of refuse. Some of the 
camps are built with some at- 
tempt at methodical planning, and 
in some of them you see a brave) 
flutter of washing on the line, and 
smoke rising frem the chimness, 
but most of them Iie lifeless in 
the misery of hopeless and habitual | 
dirt. 

Each shack is the size of a go0d- 
sized room, and it is divided in- 
side into various sections. There 
is one chimney and the walls and 
roof are of wood. There is no 
plaster or other protection against 
the weather and cold. 

Most of the shacks are built on 
high wooden piles, so that there 
is usually a rubbich-filled space 
under the houses where the hogs 
and children play. 

There ts no running water in 
any of them, and no sanitation. 
The filth is beyond description. 
Some families are evidently still 
making a struggle te keep up ap- 


pearances, for I saw several droves 
of children coming from school in | 
reasonably clean pinafores, and | 
decently clothed; but a pitiful | 
number were barefoot and abys- | 
mally dirty. 

They have nowhere to play ex- 
cept the mud road and thinly acat- 
tered refuse dump that spreads 
from house to houce. 


$8 a Month Rent for Shacks. 


Most of the smalter children, as 
I said, were barefooted, but their 
shortage of elothing did not stop 
there. Two that I watched play- 
ing under the timber pfles of their 
front porch had on little thread- 
bare coats and nothing else at all. 
As I went slowly through the 
camps, women came out on their 
front porches to stave. <A surpris- 
ing number had the tragic rém- 
nants of good looks; tall, thin wom- 
en with fairish hatr and faces wrin- 
kled from the sun and the dreary 
squaiors of poverty. Some of them 
had half-clad children crawling 
around their feet. Some of them 
were pitifully old. 

I later learned that the mafority 
pay $8 a month for these shacks, 
without, of course, light, coal or 
water. Some of the rents are a 
little more, some less, but that is 
about the average. 

For some miles, through Bvarté 
and round Black Mountain camp, 
my car was followed at a distarice 
by another. My driver idenfified 
two men in # as guards, of, as 
they are colloquially known, 
“thugs.”” Their quiet following 
made him nervous. His wife's

“That the Government of Mexi- 
co has sent new instructions to its 
embassy in Washington with the 
intention of later claiming dam- 
ages of a civil nature because of 
the above-mentioned crimes.”

Bill Giving Up Control of Dominions Passes

The division came on an amend- 
ment to the bill granting all the 
dominions complete independence 
from Parliament. Col. John Gret- 
ton, Conservative, proposed to 
qualify Ireland’s independence with 


a proviso that the Free State Gov- 
ernment should have no authority 
to repeal the treaty of 1922 under 
which the Free State was author- 
ized. . 

The defeat of Col. - Gretton’s 
amendment marked the first con- 
siderable split in the majority of 
the National Government. 

The dominion independerfice bill 
was then passed on third reading 
and sent to the House of Lords. 

The minority vote of 50 came 
from the ranks of the National 
Government’s supporters.

CONTROL OF BANK OF SPAIN 
PUT IN GOVERNMENT'S HANDS 


Assembly Passes Rigid Measure 
Which Supplants Financial Laws 
of 1921. ; 
By the Associated Press. 
MADRID, Nov. 25.—The Span- 


ish Assembly has approved a bill 
designed to give the Government 


strong powers to regulate activi- 
ties of the Bank of Spain, which 
is the country’s sole bank of issue. 

The measure, which would sup- 
plant the 1921 banking laws de- 
vised by former Finance Minister 
Cambo and later modified in the 
dictatorship of Gen. Primo de 
Rivera, would greatly restrict pri- 
vate operations of the bank. 

It would require the bank to 
guarantee a certain percentage of 
its notes in circulation that are not 
backed by a gold and silver reserve 
and require it to buy all gold of- 
fered to it at current exchange 
rates. : 

The bank would be obligated to 
lend the Government 1° per cent 
of the Government's annual budget 
without interest. The Govern- 
ment would haye three represen- 
tatives on the board of directors. 


PLAGUE OF LOCUSTS AGAIN 
IN KENYA COLONY,. EAST AFRICA 


$5000 Reward Offered for Method 
of Destroying Second Gen- 
eration of Insects. 
By the Associated Press, 

NAIROBI, Kenya,°East Africa, 
Nov. 25.—Kenya Colony is again 
suffering from a severe plague of 
locusts and as yet no satisfactory 
remedy has been found. 

The last invasion of Kenya began 
in May, 1928, and did not cease 
till March,. 1930. The insect was 
then the variety known as the des- 
ert locust, and came from the Su- 
dan and Abyssinia. Breeding 
grounds are thoucht also to exist 
in the French Sahara and a con- 
ference was opened in Rome this 
September to discuss ways and 
means of international co-opera- 
tion to combat the pest. 

This year, hbwever, the species is 
the migratory locust. It is even 
more destructive than the desert 
locust and harder to deal with. Its 
breeding grounds in Central Africa 
are as yet unknown. The Govern- 
ment is using various measures of 
defense, and a reward of $5000 has 
been offered for an effectual meth- 
od of destroying the second gener- 
ation as it emerges from the eggs. 


Gold Standard in South Africa.

CAPE TOWN, South Africa, 
Nov. 25.—An emergency finance 
bill to enable South Africa to re- 
main on the gold standard was car- 
ried in the House Assembly today 
by a vote of 78 to 53.

We have had observers in the League, who sat 
silent in the meetings and talked with the delegates 
on the outside. We have had a finger in nearly every 
League pie, but pretend that we have nothing to do 
with the making of it. When the clash between China. 
and Japan came up, we took a seat in the Council, 
not a full seat, however. Our representative sat on 
the edge of the chair, empowered to deal only with 
the things of our own making, such as the Kellogg 
anti-war pact and the Nine-Power Treaty. He was 
forbidden to take part in anything within the field 
of the League alone. We dealt with those things in- 
dependently. Now the dean of our Ambassadors, Mr. 
Dawes, is delegated to work with the League on the 
problem of peace in Manchuria, but not to sit in the 
League Council. He is in Paris, where the League 
is meeting, and confers with Council members and the 
delegates from China and Japan, outside of the Coun- 
cil. He advises with all the delegates, but under the 
assumption that we have nothing te do with the 
League and are not responsible for anything it does, 
Washington sends independent notes to Japan urging 
peace. 
The League can do nothing effective to help Bu- 
rope out of her present sorry plight without the coun- 
sel, influence and co-operation of the United States. 
Having plunged into the middle of Burope’s econom- 
ic problems, which, of course, involve politics, we can 
do little without the aid and cooperation of the 
League to straighten them out. The League is help- 
less to deal with the Manchurian embroglio without 
the support of the United States; and our efforts to 
avert war are largely futile without the backing of 
the League. We pretend to be concerned only with 
the Nine-Power Treaty and the Xellogg pact, whereas 
we are concerned with the whole problem. 
When Mr. Hoover undertook the rescue of Ger- 
many, he led us deep into the entanglements. We 
have gone deeper since in conferences on reparations 
and war debts. The China-Japan clash in Manchuria 
threatens the peace of the world, and we are deeply 
interested in keeping the peace. War between China 
and Japan, or between Japan and Russia, would be a 
menace to our vital interests and the interest of the 
world, in which we are involved. 
Instead of having one foot in the League occa- 
sionally, we should plant both feet there. Instead of 
having half a chair, we should have a full seat in the 
Council. The United States, as a member of the 
League, would add great weight to its influence and 
effect to its action. We believe the American people 
are awakening to the folly of the present situation. 
The blind are beginning to see. We are beginning 
to realize what might be accomplished if the United 
States and the League were joined in full and com- 
plete co-operation. The sham of our pretense of 
avoiding entanglements with Europe by keeping out 
of the League is manifest.

There is a 
rising sentiment in the republic for abandoning the 
Moroccan protectorate—a colonial adventure that 
has cost Spain millions in treasure and thousands 
of lives. President Macia of Catalonia expressed 
the view when he said recently: “The young re- 
public has so many things to do inside its frontiers 
that it cannot spare its best forces” for service in 
Morocco. Spain also recognizes, he said, that Mo- 
roceans, “who are devoted to the idea of liberty, ac- 
cept foreign rule under compulsion, and will cer- 
tainly not submit to it indefinitely.” 

Spain is not so naive as to consider simply quit- 
ting her interests in Morececo, leaving them for seiz- 
ure by another nation. She plans to leave disposal 
of the matter to the League of Nations, says Col. 
Macia, and thereby “provide an example to the rest 
of the world.” It would be an act in the face of 
the commonly accepted theories of im perialism’'s

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PLAZA AND AUDITORIUM PROSPECTS. 

When the big bond issue of 1923 was voted by St. 
Louis, the most striking project it embodied, in the 
minds of many citizens, was the Memorial Plaza 
scheme. This was to be a magnificent civic center, 
combining attractive. open spaces with existing and 
proposed public buildings. 

If the plan agreed upon at City Hall last week is 
carried out, St. Louisans, who have despaired of see- 
ing the scheme achieved in their lifetimes, may soon 
behold its partial completion. Public opinion should 
see to it that the plan is carried out. Briefly, the 
city proposes to transfer existing funds so as to per- 
mit complete acquisition of the plaza site, and to 
erect the front portion of the Municipal Auditorium, 
which will be adequate for many gatherings, facing 
the plaza. The auditorium will be considered the 
city’s memorial to Missourians in the World War 
until a separate memorial can be erected on the plaza. 
The rear portion of the auditorium building, to con- 
tain large meeting and exhibition places, probably is 


more funds provided. In the meantime, there can be 
no further excuse for not removing the shabby old 
buildings from the plaza site. There is no large sum 
yet on hand to improve the grounds, but that is no 
excuse for maintaining an eyesore. Furthermore, the 
people would be more sympathetic about providing 
funds if assured of the city’s good faith by the open 
space.  Bnough cash can be found for a least tem- 
porary beautification. There is no good reason why 
the plaza and the auditorium cannot be realities a 
year hence.

State Department's secrecy in negotiations over Manchurian crisis has misled both League 
and our own citizens; recourse to concealment adds to dangers of future war; it 
has also caused impression in Japan that U. S. sides with that country; delay in 
invoking Kellogg pact, of which this country was chief sponsor, is criticised.

N all the welter of the conflicting news 
| from Manchuria, nothing. stands out 

clearly save that more than ever the 
world’s peace machinery is at stake and 
that the time has come for the United 
States to show its hand and lay its cards 
upon the table. We have heard and read 
the evidence on both sides from the most 
competent authorities. We are entirely 
convinced that, no matter what the Chinese 
provocation, there is no defense for the 
Japanese aggression, and that, if there is 
not a united and determined front by the 
League and the United States, the Japanese 
will sooner or later annex Manchuria as 
they have Korea. 

What we need most to throw light on 
the situation is for our State Department 
to let us know what it has actually been 
doing and\why it is that, in at least a 
section of the Japanese press, the belief 
prevails that the United States has been 
supporting Japan rather than the League. 
Our administration owes it to itself to 
make its own attitude clear to every Amer- 
ican citizen, unless a hideous injustice is 
to. be perpetrated in Manchuria, the seeds 
of future war sown, the League of Nations 
humiliated and defied, and both the Nine- 
Power Treaty and the Kellogg pact def- 
initely breached. 

Since the capture of Mukden on the 
night of Sept. 18, the American people 
have been kept in the dark as to the exact 
position of their Government in the Man- 
churian controyersy. The Sate Depart- 
ment has acted with hesitation and with 
secrecy. The American consul at Genevg 
did, of course, participate in the delib- 
erations of the League of Nations Council 
@ month ago; it is also true that Am- 
hassador Dawes has been sent to Paris 
to be near the Council during its present 
discussion of the Manchurian question: and 
it ig equally true that the State Department 
has professed a desire to see this question 
peacefully settled. But it has sent numer- 
ous communications to Tokio the contents 
of which have not been made public, and 
it has acted very slowly in supporting the 
various measures the League has taken.

Perhaps the State 
Department had excellent reasons for hes- 
itating at that juncture. But why, after 
publicly promising te support the League’s 
program so far as it consistently could do 
so, the department should have waited sev- 
eral days before joining with the League 
when it invoked the Kellogg pact on Oct. 
17, has never been satisfactorily explained. 
Certainly there would have been no in- 
consistency in hastening to support a treaty 
to which the United States was not only a 
party, but of which it was the chief 
sponsor. 

Again, the State Department hesitated 
after the League Council voted on Oct. 
24 to request the Japanese te withdraw 
their troops into the railway zone before 
Nov. 16. Several days were allowed to 
elapse before any communication touching 
on this point was sent to Tokle from 


Washington, And even here the strictest 
secrecy was observed. No ene outside the 
,_ State Department and the Tokio Foreign 
Office knows what the United States hus 
said to Japan in connection with the 
League’s demand that Japan withdraw its 
troops.. The American press and public 
are simply told that the department is 
following a policy of “responsible silence,” 
and that the people must “take the de- 
partment on trust for a while.” It was 
just such “responsible silence’’—a phrase 
which would doubtless have appealed to 
JIzvolski, Poincare, Baron Holstein and the 
-British Foreign Office had it been in- 
vented in time—that helped to bring on 
the -World War. How can the American 
people, viewing today the disastrous re- 
sults of an era _of secret diplomacy in 
Europe, take “on trust” the utterances of 
their Government when it insists on fol- 
lowing precisely the same perilous course? 
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The net consequence of this secret di- 
plomacy has been to raise a suspicion in 
Geneva that the United States is sabotag- 
ing the League's efforts, and to encourage 
Tokio into ®elieving that the United States 
has covertly been supporting the Japanese 
position in Manchuria. The Osaka 
Mainichi, the Tokio Nichi-Nichi, the Japan 
Times and other influential newspapers 
have openly interpreted the American pol- 
icy as one of partiality for the Japanese. 

The State Department has sought to ex- 
cuse its secrecy on the ground that pub- 
lication of the various notes that have 
passed between Washington and Tokio 
would embarrass the “peace party” of 
Japan in its attempts to curb the mili- 
tarists in Manchuria. Such an excuse might 
be understood if there really were a “peace 
party” in existence in Japan today. But 
the liberal opponents of the militarists, far 
from seeking to curb them, have been unit- 
ed behind them ever since Sept. 18. The 
Osaka Mainichi and the Tokio Nichi-Nichi, 
the twe.great liberal newspapers, have long 
opposed the often unrestrained activities of 
the military clang. On Nov. 15, however, 
Hikoichi Motoyama, owner of these pa- 
pers, revealed in an article published by 
the New York Times that this excuse of 
the State Department for its secrecy is now 
without warrant. Mr. Motoyama said: “It 
is not always that we Japanese people 
agree with our Government, but in the 
main issues regarding the Manchurian 
question the whole nation is in perfect ac- 
cord, regardless of political parties or 
philosophical schools. We stand united be- 
hind our Government.” 

If it is not true that the United States 
has been covertly supporting Japan in 
the present emergency, the State Depart- 
ment will have nothing to lose and much 
to gain by dropping all secrety and com- 
ing out into the open with its Manchurian 
policy. But if it continues its. present 
course, it cannot complain if the suspicion 
remains that it is misleading not only the 
League of Nations but also the American 
people, who are not unfriendly to Japan 
but who want te see justice done. Secret

Commerce Commission will approve the 

petition submitted by the railways, in 
accordance with its own recommendations 
of Oct. 20. The railways’ proposals differ 
in some respects from the commission's 
eutline. The latter, while denying the 15 
per cent “horizontal increase” of rates, 
intimated its willingness te grant advances 
on numerous specified classes of commodi- 
ties, sufficient in its opinion to produce 
$100,000,000 to $125,000,000 additional rev- 
enue; but it conditioned its grant on the 
pooling of such increased receipts, with a 
view to their distribution “in the first in- 
stance among the carriers who fail to 
earn their interest charges, in proportion 
to their deficiencies.”

Among the few Republicans to 
be elected Governor of that State, 
he did not attain the office until 
34 years after the famous “brother 
ys. brother” contest of 1886, in 
which he opposed his brother, the 
late United States Senator Robert 
L. Taylor. 

The contest for the governorship 
of Tennessee, which came to be 
called “The War of Roses,” held the 
attention of the country throughout 
the campaign. / 

The two brothers campaigned to- 
gether. Alf, as he was familiarly 
known throughout his life, was the 
Republican candidate and during 
the campaign wore a red rose in 
the lapel of his coat. Robert, the 
Democratic candidate, countered 
by wearing a white rose. 

Despite the fact that they dif- 
fered politically, the two brothers 
conducted themselves so gallantly 
toward each other that they be- 
came the insptration for a number 
of books and lectures. Speaking 
from the same platform, they re- 
ferred to each other in terms of 
brotherly affection, but assailed 
each other’s issues vigorously. 

There were more white roses in 
Tennessee that year and Robert, 
the Democrat, was elected, and la- 
ter represented his State in the 
upper house of Congress. 

Three years later Alf, the Re- 
publican, was elected to the Fifty- 
first Congress and was re-elected 
to the Fifty-second and Fifty-third 
Congresses. The succecding rears 
with consistent Democratic suc- 
cesses in State elections failed to 
lessen his hope that some day he 
would be Governor,of his State. 
The situation in 1920 appeared to 
him as the opportune time. He had 
reached the age of 72 and his can- 
didacy was opposed by some on 
the grounds that he was too old to 
make the campaign. 

Alf Taylor’s vigorous spirit was 
aroused by such opposition. He was 
famous in Tennessee as a fox 
hunter and it was a story of the 
chase he used to reply to his polit- 
ical opponents.

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Ten Doctors in Practice 
50 Years Here Honored 


Veterans of Many Fights Against Disease 
Recall Early Days at Medical Society 
Golden Jubilee. 


Ten men who have given daily 
service to the «sick for 50 years 
were honored at a golden jubilee 
meeting of the St. Louis Medical 
Society at 3839 Lindell boulevard 
last night. 

Nine of the physicians, most of 
them in their seventies, were pres- 
ent, and the other, Dr. Max C. 
Starkloff, Health Commissioner, 
was unable to attend because of 
illness. Although it was announced 
at first that only eight would be 
there, as one was in Arizona, Dr. 
Henry J. Harnisch appeared just 
before the meeting began, remark- 
ing that he had “just dropped in” 
from Flagstaff. 

Meeting as a group for the first 
time in many years, the veteran 
doctors held a small celebration of 
their own before the program be- 
gan. They exchanged reminis- 
cences of the days when they made 
calls in a buggy and assured each 
other that “‘We're not so old. And 
you might tell the public we didn’t 
look this way 50 years ago,” said 
one as newpaper photographers 
prepared to take photographs. 

The physicians’ preliminary cele- 
bration was a small reunion of the 
old St. Louis Medical College (later 
Washington University Medical 
School) class of ‘'81, of which 
James <A. Dickson, Willis Hall, 
Henry J. Harnisch, Harvey G. 
Mudd and Amand  Ravold were 
members. Eugene F. and Louis 
Hauck, brothers, were graduated 
from that school in 1880 and Carl 
Barck from the University of Frei- 
burg, Germany. Inquiry was 
made as to the relationship of the 
*“‘He’s my father,” joking- 
ly said Eugene Hauck, indicating 
his brother. Henry L. Wolfner was 
graduated from the old Missouri 
Medical College in 1881. 

Those Who Spoke. 

The program consisted of ad- 
dresses by the Rev. Alphonse M. 
Schwitalla, dean of the St. Louis 
University School of Medicine; Dr. 
Robert J. Terry, professor of anat- 
omy at Washington University, and 
Dr. Ravold. Dr. Charles E. Hynd- 
man, president of the society, read 


a letter from Dr. Starkloff explain- 
ing his physical inability to attend 
and requesting Dr. Ravold to touch 
on his scheduled talk on medical 
progress of the last 50 years. 

Father Schwitalla paid tribute 
to the “10 men, firm of tread, vig- 
erous of posture, fiery of eye, 
framed in the archways of their 
years. A physician, he said, is a 
healer, teachér and guide, trained 
in the ideals of truth, unselfishrfess 
and faith. Such are the ideals of 
these 10,” he said, “and the fried 
ruggedness of their manhood is 
comparable to the sublime rugged- 
ness of mountains.” 

Predicting the city would some 
day erect a monument to the ge- 
nius of Dr. Starkloff, Father 
Schwitalla praised the Health Com- 
missioner’s ‘“‘persistency in guard- 
ing the public health.” 

Golden Era of Medicine. 

Dr.: Terry pointed’ out that “the 
10” had begun the study of medi- 
cine in a golden era of medical 
progress and had contributed their 
share of medicine's development of 
society in 50 years of sustained 
service. He predicted that physi- 
cians of the future will play an 
even greater part in the welfare of 
humanity. 

Dr. Ravold, one of “the ten,” 
looked back on “fifty years that 
advanced medicine more than any 
50 centuries before,” telling of the 
discovery in mosquitoes of the 
cause of malaria and yellow fever 
and of the part St. Louis physicians 
playing in combating the yellow 
fever plague of 1878. 

Reminiscing of the courage, mod- 
esty and unselfishness of St. Louis 
physicians of other days, he told 
of his personal acquaintance with 
them, ‘of their individual predilec- 
tions, and their daily life. Dr. Ra- 
vold could remember where they 
lived, what they read, what their 
tastes in music were.

told the legislators, “that the pro- 
gram here recommended chal- 
lenges the monopoly system at fts 
foundations. I know the power of 
that system. I know what it can 


do to the public and even the pri- 
vate lives of men who challenge it. 
I know the attacks, subtle, open 
and under cover, to which every 
one of you will be subjected. You 
will be assailed. You will be called 
Bolshevists and Anarchists and 
other names that come into the 
minds of the hired men of the sys- 
tem. Your only reward will be the 
inner satisfaction that if you are 
successful you will have helped to 
remake the life of America.” 

Analyzing the economic ills of 
the state and nation, the chief 
execttive observed “that the rich 
have grown richer, and the poor 
poorer.” 

Corner on Money. 


“Putting it in another way,” he 
continued, “a small class of our 
population have each year re- 
ceived far more inco 1e than they 
have been able to spend. This 
has gone on to a point where now 
a small group have such a ‘corner’ 
on the medium of exchange, money, 
that the rest of us cannot get 
enough money to trade with each 
other. Being unable to trade with 
each other, each of us has a ‘sur- 
plus’ of our own particular prod- 
uct, but famishes for the products 
of our neighbors.” 

In its larger aspects Wisconsin 
cannot hope to achieve complete 
economic rehabilitation, La Fol- 
lette continued. The situation re- 
quires action by the National Gov- 
ernment, he said, but the National 
Government apparently will do 
nothing. 

That, however, “does not re- 
lieve us of the responsibility of 
using every possible’ effective 
course within our control,” he 
added. 

Public Ownership Proposed. 

Discussing public ownegship, the 
Governor suggested “direct con- 
trol by the people through their 
municipal, state’ and national gov- 
ernments of enough of those in- 
struments of common necessity to 
protect the public from exorbitant 


charges, to insure efficient service 
and, to the extent of the owner- 
ship, thus to effect a better distri- 
bution of the earning power of 
these facilities.
